Last of War Prisoners 


Is Repatriated 


by Soviets 


Frankfurt, Germany, May 5- 


A Russian announcement that re- 
patriation of German war pris 
oners has been completed today 
dashed toe hopes of families of 
hundreds of thousands of missing 
soidiers. . 


The official Soviet News Agency 
Tass said tast night that the last 
group of war prisoners, 17,538 of 
them, had been returned to Ger- 
many. 


Two months ago, when the Rus- 
sians said virtually all captured 
German soldiers except war crim- 
inals had been freed, west Ger- 
man authorities claimed the So- 
viets still held about 400,000. The 
United States and France pn 
April 23 accused the Russians of 
trying t& hide the fate of huri- 
ctrcds of thousands of German 
prisoners still not accounted foiv 
rhe west Berlin City Council 
charged last December 22 that 
Russia still held more than 1,000,- 
000 German prisoners of war. 


No Comment Mwle 


Officials ol the west German 


government made no Immediate 
comment on the Russian 
an- 


nouncement but Kurt Schumacher, 
lender of the opposition Socialist 
party, asserted "there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of German 
prisoners still in Russia." 


The Tass report, said Schu- 
mncher, "is monstrous news."" 
"This message is so unbelievc- 


alble thnt one must doubt it is 
genuine," the Socialist chieftian 
declared, adding that it would 
have a strong effect on .German 
polities by strengthening opposi- 
tion to Russia and Communism." 


'frovocative Foolishness' 


German feelings aroused by the 
news, he continued, would make 
the proposed May 28 march of 
Communist youth In Berlin "pro- 
vocative foolishness."

Complicate Play

ing when to rcfusea flneise made 
a lot of difference .In 'an interna- 
tional team match last year. 


At both tables the bidding was 


much the .same, and in bcith cases 
the opening lead .was, the king of 
clubs. 
Both declarew naturally 


ruffed the opening lend. From 
there on the play was. different. 


In the first room, declarer was 
a man who liked finesses. Hence 
he led a diamond at .the second 
trick and finessed dummy's queen. 
The trouble was that East won 


the trick with the king of dia- 
monds and '-returned 'a diamond. 
Declarer continued -his plan by 
finessing the. queen of hearts, and 
was relieved, to find that this suc- 
ceeded, 
He ruffed his last dia- 


mond in dummy and got back to 
his own hand by ruffing a club. 
Then he laid down the ace of 
hearts, hoping to pick up: East's 
king, However, East didn't have 
to drop the king, and the defend- 
ers therefore made, one diamond, 
one trump, and one gpade, set- 
ting the contract, 


In the second_ room, tho declar- 
er saw that a' single finesse in 
hearts might not be enough, to 
solve the trump.problem. He also 
saw that he was not really afraid 
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to let East win a trump trick—- 
provided that he won it at once, i 


Therefore this declarer led the : 


ace of hearts at the second trick! 
He continued with tho queen of 
hearts, forcing out East's king. 
East dared not lead diamonds up 
to dummy's ace-queen, so he re- 
turned a club. South ruffed and 
drew the last trump. 
..At this point all South had'to 
do was set up / dummy's long 
spades, He therefore led the ten. 
West played tow, hoping, that his 
partner had the queen or that do- j 
clarer would put up dummy's ace.' 


Actually, South let the ten ride, 
and it held the trick. The rest 
was easy, pouth could take the 
ace of spades,, give up one spade, 
and get to dummy with the ace 
of. diamonds to discard low dia- 
monds on established spades. 


The hand was one that really 


needed some finessing^—in spades. 
But there vvas no need to compli- 
cate the play with unnecessary 
finesses in the red suits.

RIGHTS OF FILM CRITICS 


How fir can a critic carry his objections 


to a film, and the producers their objections 
to the criticism? This question is the theme 
of a British lawsuit which has finally reached 
Its end. ' 


Miss E. Arnot Robertson, a writer of 


realistic novels about the Malay Peninsula 
apparently was employed by the British 
Broadcasting Company, a government bu- 
teau, to preview films. Her criticism 06 the 
ipovies supplied by (Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
LttJ-t a British branch of the Hollywood 
studio, were resented by the producers. They 
fent a letter to the British Broadcasting 
Company in September, complaining of Miss 
Robertson's criticisms, and asking the 
Broadcasting Corporation to restrain her 
from further radio comments on 
flfms, 


Miss Robertson sued for libel, and won a 


verdict; of 1,500 pounds. On an appeal the 
defendants won, and continued their success 
in the court of last resprt, the House oi 
Lords. A partial victory thus lies with 
fciGM. At this distance it is hard to see why 
a critic should not be allowed to call a film 
bad, provided she did not indulge in unjus- 
tifiable personalities. The producers should 
have a corresponding right to retort to 
criticism deemed unjustified. 


The protection of free speech is of per- 


petual as well as current interest. Any event 
which appears to restrain or question it 
should be threshed out in full public view.

PREVENTING DECAY OF TEETH 


Our dentists have proved definitely that refined 


sugar acting on the outer surfaces of the teeth in 
time destroys the enamel, and decay o£ the enamel 
and its underlying tissue, dentine, sets in. Because 
of this fact many parents try to discourage their 
children from eatifjg too much sugar or candy. 
This is unfortunate because sugar is a great giver 
of energy when energy is most needed, that is, when 
youngsters and young adults engage in play at 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 


While It Is known that if after eating sugar or 


candy, the teeth were immediately brushed, little 
harm to the teeth could occur, most of us do not 
carry a toothbrush or have opportunity to us>e one 
at these particular times. 


Just as sugar gives immediate energy to the 


body, so docs sugar on the surtace of the teeth 
cause immediate beginning of the decay process, 
In "Medical Clinics of North America," Dr, Maury 
Masslcr, Professor of Graduate Pedpdontics (care of 
children's teeth), College of Dentistry, University 
of Illinois, Chicago, states that the alkaline condi- 
tion of the surface of the tooth drops nearer to an 
acid (7.0 to SO) within 1% minutes after eating 
sugar. If a person Were to consume sugars only at 
mealtimes, such attacks of decay could he counter- 
acted by the saliva and the alkaline foods eaten. 
"However, when refined sugars are eaten between 
meals «nd at frequent intervals the teeth meet an 
almost continuous series of assaults by actd.» formed 
on the tooth surfaces. The decay attacks thus be- 
came enormously increased by tlie lutbitunl use of 
sugars between meals." While we njay not readily 
or privtately brush our teeth after use of sugar, wo 
could rinse the mouth tind sluice water between 
the teeth. 


While the various methods of preventing or con- 
trolling decay of tooth such as brushing and the 
use of fluorides, arc of real value, Di, Masslcr 
States that the most effective method of stopping 
the decay process Is lo remove tho decayed enamel 
and dentino, while the most effective tnetins of pre- 
venting return of decay is by means of a suitable 
filling to part removed.

Hypnotism helps because pains 


arc often partly due to emotions 


One ease was a wafr veteran 


who hurt his back in tin auto ac- 
cident He could not walk and

When hypnoti/cd and told lie 


could walk, he did so without dif- 
ficulty. 
The trance studies showed he 


was footing himself without realiz- 
ing It. lie bated his job and the 
deep-seated 
emotion 
kept 
him 


from working by causing pain in 
his back 


A man foil downstairs and in- 


jured his hoad. Afterward he suf- 
fered blurred vision and head- 
aches for no apparent cause Hyp- 
nosis cured him of the eye and 
head troublos and revealed the 
leal cause. This was worry about 
his family, finances and possible 
blindness. 
Hypnotism cured the pain of » 


phantom leg. which is the sensa- 
tion you still have of the leg after 
it is amputated 
Hypnotism used on one such 
man revealed that he craved to 
be dependent on someone. Psychi- 
atric treatment was then used to 
make him realize the emotion. 
That cured him. 
Dr. Rosen said hypnotism can 


be used in three ways. One is to 
suggest deep sleep, another to 
suggest there is no pasn, and the 
third to suggest the pain will no 
longer be disturbing. 
Each one 


works or fails largely according 
to the effect of emotions.

The art of brick-making from 
beginning to end ii the hobby of 
Frank Parise of 41 £ Strand— 
but his bricks are beautiful mini- 
atures! And from these tiny 
bricks nobbiest Parisc fashions 
structures that closely follow pro- 
totype buildings erected with the 
famed Hudson valley bricks 
Frank Parise i» a cabinet- 
maker by trade, and the beautiful 
interiors of hJs miniature build- 
Ing* prove it, but he chooses to 
"work on the brickyards," as he 
terms It From this choice of work 
came the desire to create his own 
bricks—so bia spare time was em- 
ployed m constructing tiny brick 
molds, just like the real thing 
Hia miniature brick molds were 
then filled with brick clay and 
baked for one week In a real 
biick kiln at the yards of the 
Star Brick Company where he is 
employed The results were high- 
ly pleasing—he had small bricks 
that "looked just like the big 
bricks!" Next came the structures 
fashioned 
from 
his miniature 


brick* 
To dale Frank Parlse has con- 
structed 
two buildings, with a 
third past the drawing board 
stage 
The first was a church 
which "1 gave to my brother' 
The second is a model of a mod- 
ern brick and frame house which 
will be on display at the June 
hobby show 
The brick house contains 1,000 
tiny bricks held together with 
regular brick mortar 'It took 
seven months of spare time work 
to assemble the house," stated 
Paiise, "and it is made from the 
regular 3-color brick." A mag- 
nificent brick chimney rises on 
one side of the minlatute house, 
and a neat little circular brick 


porch adoins the front Individual 
shingles form the joof, and evi- 
dence of the bulldci's cabinet- 
making ability is found in the 
wooden trim on the outside and 
the intenoi detailing. Complet- 
ing the exteiior of the model 
is a "musical fence" which Par- 
ise points out is most unusual 
a nd allegedly has only one pio- 
totypo in Kingston

Let us not be misled by the 


propaganda 
of 
a 
"stabilized 


boom." 
There is no such thing 


as a stable boom, Booms breed 
instability; not stability. 


Yet, to read the official eco- 


nomic reports and prophesies com- 
ing out of Washington you would 
suppose that "they" intend to hold 
our economy on even keel while 
the hhip of business sails along 
under full canvas. 


They target, apparently, that 


with a sudden change in the wind 
the boom may swing around and 
knock us off the stern. 


If you were to analyze public 


opinions today I think you would 
find that a strange shift is taking 
place—a shift that may require 
close observation. 


It seems to be coming evident 
that the large masses of people 
who are in the low and lower- 
middle income groups are adopt- 
ing a reckless spending attitude. 
It is this largo group that is buy- 
ing television sets, homes, auto- 
mobiles, house furnishings, and 
such, things, without regard to 
cost or length of time which it 
will take them to pay for the 
goods. 
A tremendous proportion 


of 
this 
business—withm 
this 
group—is being done, as we know, 
'"on paper"—on the installment 
plan. 


One extraordinary example of 


the above was witnessed recently 
in the Ruminator's community. 
In a section of low-income fami- 
lies, a truck drove up the other 
day loaded with six mechanical 
refrigerators. All six refrigerators 
were delivered in the same block. 
(Apparently, a salesman did a top 
job of selling in that block!) But 
here is the item that makes you 
stop to think. 
Each of the six 


refrigerators was equipped wilh a 
meter—a quarter-in-the-slot 
at- 


tachment. These six families were 
b u y i n g high-priced household 
equipment which they could not 
afford to pay for, and contracted 
for machines which they would 
pay off on the baste of dropping 
a quarter in the slot every time 
the current went off, In making 
these purchases they paid, for 
several extra charges: Financing, 
handling, 
installing, 
and 
the 


meters. 
I was told the meter* 


cost $30 each and the refrigerator- 
buyers 
had to 
purchase 
the 


meters. 
In other words, when 


they get through (if they ever do) 
dropping in quarters, they will 
own costly meters that they have 
no further use for, 


There is another observation to 


be made about this large group of 
low and low-middle income peo- 
ple. As a grow they probably do 
not pay much attention to eco- 
nomics or business conditions. The 
common viewpoint of the majority 
is that conditions will continue 
about as they are. That is why 
there is much mortgaging of fu- 
ture incomes, because they are ex- 
pected to continue without inter- 
ruption. 
• 


This is a situation that, to me, 


seems dangerous; the groups with 
small roe$ns are the spenders to- 
day, whereas the lesser numbers 
who are "belter off" financially 
are the savers, 


We know that savings are huge. 


But we also know that installment 
sales are huge, The danger lies in 
the fact that the majority is liv- 
ing beyond its means, while the 
minority is probably protecting 
itself against the rainy day 


Tnen, too, I think you will find 


that the minority group of well- 
to-do and savers believe that we 
face a good "depression" when (he 
current boom is exhausted. There 
is a good deal of talk today about 
a depression. Several articles are 
appearing 
about 
the 
trouble 


ahead. This is natural, of course, 
as the boom phase of the business 
cycle is followed, ordinarily, by a 
slump and a depression. 
However, the Ruminator sug- 
gests that we keep one other 
thought in mind over coming 
months; namely, that a ttoom 
CAN develop into a run-away in- 
flation IF a spending mania grips 
the public. The .present boom is 
artificially fed by loose money and 
throw-away 
programs. 
Billions 


upon billions of dollars are being 
poured into an already boiling pot. 
There Is an scute possibility that 
the pot will boil over, 


So, as the boom runs long over 


the next few months it will be 
prudent to observe public senti- 
ment and "behavior," If the great 
masses of people BO overboard in 
their spending and become reck- 
less under the inoculation of the 
boom virus, then a rapid inflation 
will be possible.
